allowances, which average about $72 
a year per child, were paid children 
16 and under, but persons earning 
more than $3,000 a year paid what} 
they received in allowances’ back | 
through income taxes. 

For instance, a married man mak- 
ing $1,400 a year paid back through 
income tax 10 per cent. of what he 
received in allowances. The rate of | 
re-payment increased up to 90 per} 
cent, in the case of those earning 
between $2,900 and $3,000. 

As a result of this system many 
families with children did not apply 
for the allowances. 

At Jan. 1, last, a new system came 
into effect which incorporated the al- 
lowances with income tax exemp- 
tions, A straight $100 exemption was 
fixed for each child 16 and under. 
This amount and any sum received 
|in family allowance payments, irre- 
|gardless of the income of the parents, 
could be deducted for income tax 
purposes. 

With this change many persons 
not in receipt of family allowances | 
applied for them as from the first of | 
this year. The annual payments in- 
creased by $10,000,000. 

Finance Minister, Hon. Douglas 
| Abbott said recently that family al- 
{lowance income is tax exempt income 
in the hands of anybody. He added: 

‘If I have an income today of 
$1,900 and I have 10 children, all of 
whom are eligible for family allow- 
ances, I get the family allowance for 
the full 10 and I get my regular ex- 
emption of $1,500 plus another $100 
for each child. 

“As a matter of fact, it would be 
a total exemption of $2,500 plus non- 
taxable income of whatever the fam- 
ily allowance would amount to for 
the 10 children.”’

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High School Girl 
Shows Scientists How 
To Make Snow 


NEW YORK.—A 17-year-old 
high school girl with $4.32 of 
homemade equipment showed 
scientists how to make snow in 
a couple of old wash tubs. 

Kathleen Roan, of Providence, 
R.I., appearing at the Hayden 
Planetarium show “science makes 
weather”, said she learned how 
to produce snow by reading ac- 
counts of the first man-made 
snowfall. 

“It sounded so simple,” she ex- 
plained, “that I decided to try it 
myself.” 

Here is Kathleen’s formula 
for making snow: Place a small 
wash tub inside a larger one and 
pack the space in between with 
rock salt and chopped ice, When 
the temperature inside the 
smaller tub drops below freezing, 
breathe into the tub. This pro- 
duces a supercooled cloud, one 
whose water droplets are still 
liquid even though below freez- 
ing. Sprinkle a few tiny pieces 
of dry-ice into the cloud and the 
result is glittering snow crystals. 

Kathleen’s homemade appara- 
tus also included a wooden pack- 
ing case to house the entire wash 
tub unit, a lamp to light the in- 
terior of the wash tub and some 
sawdust for insulation.

| Breas tg we have been asked rather frequently for drawings of a home 
made hay hoist. The accompanying drawing Shows such an outfit. In 


this machine the motor drives the intermediate shaft through double “Vv” 
belts, using a 4-inch pulley on the motor and an 18-inch pulley on the inter- 
mediate shaft. The 7-inch friction pulley on this latter shaft contacts the 
large friction pulley on the drum shaft for hoisting and the speed of the 
drum when the motor has a standard speed of 1750 r.p.m. is about 110 r.p.m, 


With a 6-inch drum with a rope 
being used for hoisting the speed of 
the rope will be in the neighborhood 
of 200 feet per minute. Since a 
double rope is used on most hay cars, 
the speed at which the load is raised 
will be half this speed. With a load 
of 500 Ibs. on the hay fork it will 
take all the power of a 2 h.p. motor 
to do the job. A 3 h.p. motor would 
really be better with this gearing. 

The power requirement for hoist- 
ing hay depends on the speed with 
which the load is lifted. Assuming 
an overall efficiency of 50 per cent. a 
2 h.p. motor can lift a 500 Ib, load 
at a rate of 66 ft. per minute; a 3 
h.p. motor can do it at 100 ft. per 
minute and a 5 h.p. motor can do-the 
job at 160 ft. per minute. Those mak- 
ing such hoists should, therefore 
take into consideration the power of 
the motor to be used in calculating 
the pulley sizes used in the job.

(A Warning) 

“Dwarf Bunt” is a smut disease 
of wheat. It is caused by a strain 
of the smut fungus which causes 
ordinary bunt or stinking smut of 
wheat. The most disturbing fact 
about Dwarf Bunt. is that it cannot 
be controlled by seed treatment. It 
is carried over from year to year in- 
the soil. 

In recent years, Dwarf Bunt has 
become a reid menace to wheat pro- 
duction in the Nerthvestern United 
States. Although Dwarf Bunt is not

We urgently request farmers, 
grain buvers, and others to send 
specimens of Dwarf Bunt, or samples, 
of any suspicious cases, tothe nearest 
Dominion Waboratory of Plant 
Patholog are \' iunipeg, Bdekatoon, or 
Edmonton), or to Line Elevators 
Farm Service, Winnipeg, for identi- 
fication. We must not allow Dwarf 
Bunt sto become established in 
Western Canada.

in either case represents a problem in 
transportation.

The fact re- 
mains that after a period in this coun- 
try foreigners ef all descriptions us- 
ually make good citizens and at least 
we have been sure of the allegiance of 
their new generations. We are a con- 
glomerate people and among such there 
will always be talk of disunity but the 
future is bright and we do not see any 
reason fer more talk of @anda’s break- 
up.
